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L6pez-Palacios, in a personal communication to me, comments 
that f En cada uno de los palses citados, con los siguientes nom— 
bres: En C[olombia] se le ccmoce como 1 Prontoalivio f , aplicado en 
la obra de P6rez-Arbel4ez, posiblemente por error a Lantana can- 
escens L. (sic). Aunque los dos taxa en material son semejantes, 
y Lantana canescens Hort. es un sin6nimo de Lippia alba, nunca 
lo he oldo aplicado a la verdadera Lantana canescens HBK. pero 
la ilustracidn dada por P6rez-Arbel4ez (1966^1 corresponds clara- 
mente a una Lantana y no a una Lippia . En la edicidn de 19^7 la 
misma ilustracidn tiene este tftulo: Lant ana sp. rugulosa HBK. 

Valga la opotunidad para anotar que al ilustre autor, ademis de 
la mala atribucidn a Linneo de Lantana canescens . se le desliz- 
aron algunos otros errores en los dibujos de la Verbenaceae de la 
mencionada obra (cito los Nos. de la edicidn de 1956): el 7i;2 por 
sus hojas peciolaaas mAs parece corresponder a Petrea aspera 
Turcz• que a Petrea arborea HBK.; el 7L3 atribulcTo a Pe ' trea volu ¬ 
te 1 * 3 ^acq. (sic) corresponds a una Congea y el 7Ut, como de'Ver¬ 
bena hispida R. & P., es de una Stachytarpheta . 

’’Garcia Barriga agrega los de »0r6gabo de cerro' para el Magda¬ 
lena y el de ’Curalotodo’ para otras partes; en el Ecuador la Dra. 
Fl°r de Marla Valverde ha registrado el de ’Mastranto' para Guaya¬ 
quil, en Venezuela] se le conoce generalmente como 'toronjil* 
’Cidrona' en Gulrico, ’Poleo* en Lara y tambi£n como »0r6gano '\ se- 
giin Pittier, Suplemento: 117.” 

Misra & Lamba (1929) list this species as a host to the white- 
fly, Bemisia tabaci (Gennadius) Takahashi.

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of disturbed habitats and describe it as an herb, to 1*0 cm. tall, 
with the odor of a mint, flowering in November. The corollas are 
said to have been "lilac” in color when fresh on Coradin & Cordeiro 
1028 . -

Palacios for enabling me to localize more accurately the Karsten 
collection cited below, previously cited by me in Phytologia 12: 80 
(1965) as from "Locality of collection undetermined".

Morton (1977) informs us that of this species "Dried leaves re¬ 
duced to small pieces are sold in plastic bags for flavoring. This 
is the principal species furnishing 1 Mexican oregano* exported to 
the United States. The plant decoction is an emmenagogue and a 
remedy for diabetes and dysentery. A sirup of the dried leaves is 
a remedy for diabetes and dysentery. Lavadores warns that if tak¬ 
en during pregnancy it can cause abortion. A sirup of the dried 
leaves is a remedy for coughs and colds." It is "commonly culti¬ 
vated in Mexico"• 

Recent collectors have found this plant in abandoned gardens, 
in flower in November, and in fruit in October. 

Material has been misidentified and distributed in some herbar- 
ia as Lantana sp.
